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DETAILED ACTION - ALLOWANCE 

Claim Status 

Applicants' amendment filed March 10, 2010, in response to the advisory action dated 
January 15, 2010 has been entered. Claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 8, 9, 11, 12, 13, 14 and 16 have been 
amended, claims 4, 19, 21, 22 and 24 cancelled and claims 25 and 26 newly added. Accordingly, 
claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 8-17, 25 and 26 are pending in the application. 

Claims 1, 3-6 and 8-17 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C.§1 12, first paragraph, as 
non-enabled for the full scope of the invention. Applicants' cancellation of claim 4 renders its 
rejection moot. Applicants have amended the claims, limiting the claimed invention to the 
enabled scope previously indicated and obviating the grounds for rejection. Thus, the rejection is 
hereby withdrawn.

3. A method according to claim 1, wherein the cells having stem-cell like characteristics are 
isolated from a cellular portion of the milk that is separated from an acellular portion.
